IS PLANNED 


Formation of a county water 
district, rather than an irrigation 
district is now contemplated by 
the Upper Tule river water users 
and circulation of petitions awaits 
only final preparation of maps 
outlining the proposed area. 

Officially, the new district is 
now being called the Upper Tule 
River County Water district, and 
will generally include the agri- 
cultural area between the pro- 
posed Success dam and the pro- 
posed Porterville Irrigation dis- 
trict. 

One of the differences in a 
county water district and an ir- 
rigation district is the number of 
petition signatures required be- 
fore an election to form the dis- 
j trict may be called—an irriga- 
tion district demanding 50 per 
cent of the registered voters and 
50 percent of the property value 
in the proposed district area while 
signatures representing only 10 
per cent of persons voting in the 
last gubernatorial election are 
needed for the county district. 

General purpose of both an ir- 
rigation district and a county 
water district is to acquire and 
distribute water for the benefit 
of the district, with the Upper 
Tule group seeking to put them- 
selves in a position to negotiate 
for Friant-Kern canal water. 

Status of the other two pro- 
posed districts along the Tule is 
this: The Porterville district is 
awaiting the setting of an elec- 
tion date by the Tulare county 
board of supervisors; the Lower 
Tule River Irrigation district 
still needs a small percentage of 
petition signatures.

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PARLATORIA 
SCALE SPREADS 
FROM GARDEN 


With 200 different kinds of 
plants host to Parlatoria scale, a 
serious olive pest, Karl W. Opitz 
points out the importance of home 
gardeners controling the scale. 

Probably the best time to at- 
tempt control is in June and late 
August. But since oil spray is 
yet the safest material for use on 
plants near homes, the time of ap- 
plication is governed by the condi- 
tion of the plant. 

Applications in the winter of 
4 or 5 per cent domant oils to de- 
ciduous shrubs and trees is un- 
doubtedly the best time for this 
type of plant. With evergreens 
the best time would be that period 
most nearly coinciding with and 
immediately following the hatch, 
providing the plants are in a con- 
dition where they can stand a 2 
percent summer emulsion oil 
spray. 

Parlatoria olea, as it is called 
by entomologists, is most easily 
distinguished by its brey cover 
and purple body. The males are 
elongated in comparison with the 
females. Both sexes are quite 
small but build up in great num- 
bers rapidly as compared with 
the other scale insects found in 
most gardens. On twigs and some 
leaves Parlatoria scale frequently 
causes a purple discoloration.

There are five insecticides 
which have. proven to be very ef- 
fective to the control of walnut 
aphis. Tests conducted by entomo- 
logists of the University of Cali- 
fornia of Agriculture are briefly 
summarized as follows: 

The chemicals are Benzene hex- 
achloride, parathon, a 14 percent 
dry nicotine concéntrate, Lethane 
60, and tetra-ethyl pyrophosphate 
(TEPP).

Many economical practices in 
irrigation learned last year when 
water and power were scarce will 
save much money for irrigators 
any time. 

Examine the soil in the root 
zone of the crop under production. 
If moisture is available, do not 
irrigate yet. Make this examina- 
tion in several of the driest places 
of the field. In shallow soils the 
examinations must be made at 
depths above the hardpan. In 
deep soils it should be made in 
the third or fourth foot. 

Run the water only long enough 
to permit penetration to the depth 
of the roots. The farm advisor 
will supply infqrmation about 
rooting depths of different plants 
for growers requesting such know- 
ledge. One inch depth of water in 
a check or basin should wet clay 
loam to four to six inches, loam 
eight to ten inches, sandy loam 
10 to 12 inches. 


WEED SPRAY | 
IS EFFECTIVE 
IN CORN FIELDS 


Control of weeds in corn fields 
can be handled efficiently with 
2,4-D spray provided the field 
contains annual weeds rather than 
grasses, according to Walter J. 
Cordua, assistant Tulare county 
farm advisor, who states that 
best time for control spraying 
is when corn is from 12-18 inches 
high. 

‘A half pound of 2, 4-D acid 
equivalent to the acre will kill 
weeds, however, grasses will not 
be killed. Ester formulations of 
2, 4-D should not ‘be used and 
irrigation should be withheld for 
a week after spraying to eliminate 
the danger of root damage.

Vitamin B-12 means better de- 
velopment in chicks. In 1948 this 
new vitamin was isolated and dis- 
covered to be the unknown factor 
necessary for early rapidly growth 
in chicks and hatchability of eggs. 
Before 1948, starting diets and 
breeder diets of grains, soybean 
meal alfalfa meal, and know sour- 
ces of vitamins and minerals were 
improved by adding cow manure 


{and fish meal. 


Demonstrations proved that a 
then unknown vitamin contained 
in these materials was necessary 
in the starting diet for early rapid 
growth, and in the breeder diet 
for hatchability of eggs and ac- 
tive development of the chicks. 
It was also found that lack of the 
vitamin interferred with the pro- 
tein metabolism of the hens. 

In 1948 this unknown growth 
factor was isolated and called 
B-12. Further tests at the Agri- 
cultural Research center in Belts- 
ville showed that two micrograms 


lof crystalline vitamins B-12 per 


100 grams of diet gave a maxi- 
mum response. The eggs of hens 
deficient in the vitamin were giv- 
en an injection of 1.25 mivro- 
grams of vitamin B-12 per egg on 
the tenth day of incubation. The 
result was faster and better grow- 
th and better feathering in the 
chicks from the eggs that were in- 
jected than from the eggs that 
were not. However, feeding vita- 
min B-12 to these chicks from de- 
pleted hens after they were hatch- 
ed did not affect the growth and 
feathering. 

These tests prove that the vita- 
min is important in the diets of 
breeder hens so the hatchability 
will be improved, and also in 
the starting diets of the chicks. 
Vitamin B-12 concentrate is not

INCREASES CUT 
PRODUCTION 


Temperatures in excess of 80 
degrees result in loss of apptite 
in dairy cows and diminished milk 
and butter fat production, accord- 
ing to experimental findings at 
the Davis university farm, con- 
sequently, C. L. Pelissier, »assis- 
tant farm advisor offers the fol- 
lowing suggestions for the care 
of dairy cows during summer 
months: 

1. Keep cows on lush pasture, 
where temperatures may be as 
much as 10 degrees lower than on 
dry fields; 

2. Provide adequate 
either by trees or low-cost shel- 
ters; 

3. Keep an adequate supply of 
water available (a cow may drink 
up to 350 pounds of water daily; ) 

4. Keep flys off cows; 

5. Feed during cool hours of 
morning and evening.

“Through our affiliation with 
United Cooperatives Inc., it is 
our desire to bring some products 
needed in farm production to our 
members at the wholesale price 
level.”’ 

Purchasing Agent 

United Cooperatives Inc. was 
started a number of years ago 
as a purching agent for state- 
wide, Farm Bureau cooperatives 
in Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois, with assistance from 
the Grange League Federation of 
New York, 

Other California cooperatives 
officially joining United this week 
include Poultry Producers of Cen- 
tral California, with offices in 
San Francisco and the Poultry- 
men’s Cooperative Association of 
Southern California, with offices 
in Los Angeles. 

Other Members 

Other members in the western 
states area are the Washington 
Farmers’ association of Seattle 
and the Utah Farmers Cooperative 
of Salt Lake City. 

United Cooperative Inc. head- 
quarters is at Alliance, Ohio, 
where an office and labrotory is 
maintained. A west coast office 
was established in San Francisco 
last July. 

United owns its poultry pro- 
ducts dies and stamping equip- 
ment, however, it contracts with 
fabricators in distribution centers 
for actual production. Trade name 
for the cooperative products is 
“Unico.”

As a result of the affiliation, 
two San Joaquin Valley Poultry 
Producers’ association represen- 
tatives will serve on the board of 
directors of United Cooperatives,

RUST-RESISTANT . 
PALESTINE OAT 
BEING SOUGHT . 


By RALPH L. WORRELL 


’ Assistant Farm Advisor 

One of the newer field crop 
experiments now going on in the 
University of California Agricul- 
tural Experiment station is with 
oats, and particularly with*Pales- 
tine oats. 

This is a very high yielding 
variety of oats, but it ig also very 
susceptible to rust. Therefore, 
the objective of the research study 
is to develop a resistance to the 
disease in this variety. 

At the time the agronomists 
in the College of Agriculture are 
looking for an earlier variety, 
along with resistance to rust. So 
far, California farmers have two 
rust resistant varieties of oats, the 
Ventura and the Westdale. The 
Palestine will be the. third one. 

There are three fields of Pal- 
estine oats in Tulare county, be- 
ing grown for Certified Blue Tag 
seed. Seed from these fields will 
be available for planting this 
fall, During several years trials 
in Tulare county, Palestine oats 
has consistently given the high- 
est yields of all oat varieties.
